So far as heard from, 421 towns fur- 


niehea the water by gravity, 053 by 
pumping into reservoirs, or stand-pipes, 
and2COby pumping directly into tbe 
maine without the intervention or any 
apparatus for equalizing the flow or the 
pressure. 


The largest water-works system iu this 


country, is in New York city, the cost o£ 
construction being 540,000,000. Tbo to- 
tal capital invested in water-works is 
placed at 5300,000,000, and the avorega 
dividend is seven per cent, very nearly 
;he same as in Orreat Britain.

PROGRESS. 


The Baltimore Manufacturers' Kaoord 


prints a list oC 1,855 new manufacturing 
works at the south, organized cr estob- 
ished during tho first halt of 1SS7- 
against 812 during the same part of '86- 
The capital and capital etook ot tho new 
enterprises it reckons at 3101,117,000 for 
aalf of 1S87, against §63,718.200 for tbe 
same part of last year, and it mamtnins 
that the sum invested in hundreds of 
small manufacturing works not included 
iu the list would largely 
Ihough not 


wholly compensate for the over capitali- 
zation ot some incorporatiosn. 
More- 


over, no account is taken of new machin- 
ery added by establishments previously 


< r.^anized. In the south, as the expres- 
sion is used by 
The Manufacturers' 


Beoord, Maiyland is included, but not 
Delaware nor Missouri. A considerable 
addition would need to be made for the 
new investment iu those states. 


The JGailway Age, printed at Chicago, 


gives returns showing that 3,700 miles ot 
new railroad were built during tbe firet 
half of 1887. U'ne report is much larger 
than would bo indicated by the weekly 
returns to tho Railway Gazette of Now 
York, but the latter does not claim to be 
able to include all railway construction 
n its current accounts. 
Assuming tba' 


J.750 miles of railroad have boon built 
at on average cost of £30,000 per milej 
tho actual investment ot canh would be 
8112,500,000 tor ball the year, but tho 
market value of stocks and bonds sold 
by projectors would doubtless cover a 
considerably larger sum. 


Bradstreet's lately printed statistics 


showing that the expenditure in bnild- 
iug, in thirty-five cities which have offic- 
ial records of new structures erected, 
during five months of the year 18S7 ex- 
ceeded 8103,000,000. By comparison of 
its tables with the census reports, it is 
found that the samo thirty-five cities re- 
ported in] 1880 real estate assessed at 
32,503,000,000, while other cities which 
have no official reports of this nature 
then reported real estate assessed at 
82,032,000,000. If building was at the 
samo rate in other cities, the aggregBt" 
expenditures in all cities would be S224,. 
000,000 in five months, or about 8269,000, 
000 for expenditures in other cities only 
during the half year. Ontsiae the cities 
the assessed value ot tho real estate in 
1SSO was about S7,GOO,CCO,COO. Assum- 
ing that expenditure in building was less 
than halt as great in proportion to the 
value ot property in confitry towns and 
districts as in the cities, there would be 
abont 8150,000,000 to be added, 80 tnat 
an estimate ot 3100,000,000 for the cost 
ot all buildings during the first half of 
1887 seems to be sufficiently justified by 
the partial returns. 


Mr. Molina]], the British statistician, 


reckoned that this country produced 
wealth in excess of oonaa mption at the 
rate of $SOO,OOU,000 yearly, and if so a 
third ot the expense during the patt halt 
year mutt have been taken from capital 
previously idle, or invested in govern- 
ment bonds now redeemed, or from capi- 
tal received from abroad. 


To be sure, some, of these statistics 


may lack aoouraoy, yet they illnstrate 
how wonderful has been the progress of 
this Nation since the civil war which 
wiped out slavery forever. A few weeks 
ago ttio Gazette printed some official 
statistics regarding the production ol 
gold and silver, of iron and coal, of wool 
and cotton, of wheat and corn, for 1886,

APACHE ATROCITIES. 
-ifiSB 


aim Pursulnu Their riomllsli Torture* 


In tho Southwest1. 


EL PASO, Texas, July 9.—In spite of mill- 


ary reports to the contrary, only a small 
fraction of the hostile Apaches have really 
>een captured by Gen. Miles. Tho remain- 
der of the band, numbering about 100 war- 
riors, are at present encamped in a valley in 
a ragged rango twonty miles northeast of 
j'^aqunn, Santa Maria, practically inaccessi- 
ble to white men. 
For years it has been tho 


secret rcndewoiis of the savages, and Iho 
lace of tho adjacent dill's is covered with 
hieroglyphics 
and 
lifc-siy.o sculpture far 


more extensive and wonderful than oven 
;hoso in Cacuiziis' famous stronghold in the 
Dragoon Mountains oC Arizona. Tho valley 
was discovered last week by Tom McGraw 
mil Vannos Smith, two El Paso prospectors. 
They wore attacked by tho Indains bofore|th«y 
could escape, and both shot. Smith was in- 
stantly killed, but scouts report that llc- 
3raw was captured alive and died 
at 


tho stako. On Monday lost a predatory 
party of thirty-six Apaches dosconded tho 
Coca Grande toward Lake Guzman. They 
were seen by the Mexican guards at tho 
Ascension Custom House in tho Sabinal dis- 
trict, and also by Mormons living in that 
vicinity. Further abovo, near Janos, this 
mrty encountered 
four 
prospectors and 


tilled them by torture. The hands and foot 
o£ all woro chopped oil', and ono had bia eye- 
lids cut away. 


Tho night before the descent of tho savages 


upon tho Coca Grande the largo force at 
work on tho Bla:ica Do La Plata mines in the 
Sabinal district were thrown into consterna- 
tion by tho appearunco of an Indian signal 
lire near Corral Do Predras, seven miles to 
tho south. A quantity of high grade oro was 
lying sacked near tho mine, and of this rude 
breastworks were constructed. Later in tho 
night anothor fire suddenly blazed up far 
to tho southeast, apparently in tho center of 
tho Rio Santa Maria river. It proved to be 
at tho crossing of streams between tho 
Blancba do la Plata mines and tho Mexican 
Control routl. The lights seer, in tho Sabinal 
district were doubtless to convoy tho impres- 
sion that the Apaches were moving south to- 
ward tho head of the Santa Maria on route 
for the great canon of the Rio Haras, on tlie 
western slope of tho Sierra Madro, a route 
they have often pursued before. 


Tho wholo section of country is at present 


in a state of wild excitement, and work at 
tho 
outlying districts is practically sus- 


pended, causing a monetary loss amounting 
Car up into tho thousands.

Arrest of a Treasury OfHcInl TVho Han 


Kobboil tho Oovernmont. 


WASHINGTON-, July 0,—By direction of tho 


Secretary of tho Treasury charges have 
boon preferred against Oscar J, Harvey of 
Pennsylvania, who is accused of originating 
fraudulent claims against the Government, 
and by forgeries and other irregularities 
passing tho claims through tho deportment 
and securing their payment for his own ben- 


. In 1SS5 Harvoy was appointed chief of 


tho division of horse claims in the Third 
Auditor's office, a position which ho ro- 
tained 
until 
recently, 
when 
ho 
was 


transferred 
to 
a 
similar 
position 
in 


the 
Second Comptrollers ofllce. 
In tho 


horse claims division he was succeeded by 
Austin H, Brown of Indianapolis. 
Shortly 


after taking charge of the division Mi-. 
Brown's attention was attracted to tho simi- 
larity of handwriting in a number of chums, 
and other suspicious drcumsLaiicyH, ivurting 
him to believe that a. wholesale system of 
forgery and fraudulent prosecution of claims 
had boon carried o-i. It was discovered 
that forty-three fraudulent claims, aggro- 
gating ?fl,SOO, had 
been presented, passed 


through tho oflico, and carried to the final 
stages. 
Chief Brook:! suspected Harvoy of 


having cai-ried out these claims, and was 
convinced that tho letter* and papers upon 
which these claims were based were fraudu- 
lent. Tho claims wove all ot a similar nature, 
growing out ot tho loss of horses [luring the 
war. 
Yesterday the matter had progressed 


far enough to justify a search oC Harvey'.s 
house, and hero papors wero found in 210 
additional claim coses, not yet presented to 
tho department, as well us other evidence 
justifying Harvey's arrest 


Harvey left "\Vashington about tho ]st ii:st. 


on ashort vacation, and left Wilkesbarre, 
3:ia,, last night to return hero. On his arrival 
here ho was arrested. AVhen he was informed 
of tho evidence against him ho broke down 
completely and made a full confession of his 
guilt. 
He admitted not only that tho papers 


on which tho claims were based wore fraudu- 
lent and tho signatures forged, but that tile 
stamps of tho Quarter-master General's and 
Second Auditor's o.Tico wero counterfeit and 
had been procured and used by him. Ho fur- 
ther stated that lie had no accomplice in an}' 
of tho transactions and that the wlioio scheme 
had been concocted by himself. Harvey was 
taken before the police court, waived exam- 
ination and was committed to jail in default 
ol bail, which was fixed at $12 000.

Vs. 1!!-15. The Aiigul, etc.—Thiseipression 


in tho OJd Testament generally refers to the 
angel Johovah, tho second person in the God- 
head. Strictly speaking, hero it is an migol 
in the ordinary senso of tlmt term, ar.d refer- 
ence sei:ms to bo to tho angel Gabriel, who 
iLuko i, 2(i) appeared to Marjr to announce 
the birl,b of tho Lord. Tho word angel means 
simply u messenger. 
Sojused, it is applied to, 


prophets, to persons, and evon to inanimate 
objects -to any person or thing which accom- 
plishes God's will. But in this application it 
Is limited to a ruco of boings of superior intel- 
ligence and holiness who did God's will by 
ministering to tho heirs of salvation. This 
messenger appeared 
now to Joseph in a 


dream. Tho caso is peculiarly urgent; tboro 
must bo no delay. Egypt was at this time 
subject to tho Romans, but it was not under 
the. control of Herod. It had been for con- 
tufiis familiar to tho Hebrews. Tho way was 
ou.sy. Tho Jews were numerous there, and 
had synagogues there. 
It is certainly re- 


markable that in the land where tho people of 
God had su.Tered tho Son of God should find 
protection. During the lifetime of Herod 
they might not return, but his death occurred 
probably soon after tbeir flight. Tho pro- 
phecy hero cited is from liosea xi, 1, Its 
primary application is to Israel in Egypt, but 
in the child Jesus it has its complete fulfill- 
ment. 
Israel was called God's son, God's 


firstborn. Tbe.-o are many points of simi- 
larity between Christ and Israel in Egypt. 
In him all types and prophecies Und their 
completion, Near tho uito of the Egyptian 
tomplo 13 the traditional place of Christ's 
temporary rosidcnco in Egypt. 


Vs. 10-18. The massacre Of .the innocents.— 


Tho wise men djd not return to fiorod. It 
coon dawned upon him chat ho was mockod, 
i. o., treated with discourtesy. 
This was r.ot 


tlio design of the wiso mon, but it undoubt- 
edly was tho conclusion to which Herod cumo. 
Two motives now influenced his conduct: 
first, ho would gratify his wrath against tho 
wiso mon; and second, ho would bo sure of 
destroying the child Jes;is. All tho children 
—all tho boys. This is tho true meaning of 
tho word. Halo children alono bo desired to 
slay—not only those in Bethlehem, but also 
hi tho vicinity, the adjacent districts. Two 
years old and under.—It, is difficult to decide 
on tho exact length o£ time hero indicated. It 
may mean all under two years, or all who 
ivoro entering tho second year. I£ Matthew 
adopted tho usual Jewish method of rockon- 
ng, as it is likely bo did, ho would reckon a 
child who had just entered tho second year as 
two yi«rs old. But tho number of children 
liain could not havo been great. Bethlehem 
was a small town. Its vicinity was not pop- 
ulous. Dr. Hackete, as quoted by Dr. G. W. 
Dlark, supposes that tho wholo number was 
lot more thru twelve or fifteen. Enemies of 
tbo gospel havo seized upon this incident as if 


C woru an utterly improbable record. 
Many 


questions also havo beau started by it. It has 
beon supposed by some that .thousands of 
children wero slain. This act ot cruelty was 


in harmony with Herod's character, 


and it took place probably shortly beforo his 
death. TV e nood not bo surpr 'sod that Josephus 
lassos it over it silence. Tho chiof interest to 
us is in its connection with the childhood and 
[reservation of Jesus. In tho sorrow which 
esultod from this act of cruelty the evangelist 
.nds tho f ultUlmorit of tho prophecy in a sec- 
ondary sense. Rama,—A city about six miles 
north ot Jerusalem; not Ramah in tho land 
of Ephraim, where Samuel was boru and 
buried. 


Vs. 10-03, Tho Holy Family Returns from 


Egypt.—Again Matthew is aloue in tho 
record hero given. Herod is now dead. His 
death occurred at Jericho in tho 70th year of 
hli ago and the thirty-seventh of his reign, as 
tbo I'cm'.lt oC rv lonthsomw Jlpuuitu. 
Agi\iu tbo 


angel appeal's in a dream to Joseph, and 
urges him to return to the land of Israel. 
They are dead,—Not Herod alone, but tlioso 
who aided him in tho diabolical work; espe- 
cially bis ?ou Antipater, who was heir ap- 
parent, and who would gladly seel: tlio de- 
struction of a rival heir. It is said that five 
d.ij-s before Herod died he had this son, who 
had aided him in tho death of his two older 
brothers, put to death. 
Tho return from 


Egypt was thus brought about, Tho sojourn 
must have been short. Archelaus received 
halt tho kingdom on tho death of Herod. 
His title- wo» ethnarch. Tho other half of 
tho kingdom was divided between Philip and 
Antipas, each receiving tho title of totrarch, 
or governor of the fourth part. After nine 
years tbo Roman Emperor AugustiM ban- 
ished Archolaus because of bis cruelty. He 
slew 3,000 Jews at once in tho tciuple at tho 
U'ginning of his reign. Jib longer had Judea 
a native king. Tho scepter had departed. 
Tbe sacred roil was immediately under tbo 
feet of mighty Rome, with a governor whose 
headquarters were in Cffisarea.

In the first place there arc hound copies 


of the principal dailies throughout the 
United States for the year of the Gartielc 
campaign. Then there are finely bonne 
scrap books containing extracts 
from 


papers, great and small! of every grade— 
from the New York Herald to the small- 
est and most paltry sheet published iu the 
remotest ui; ing camp in the far West, 
counted sixty-fonr of these scrap books.
